JOES 


The struggle between 
G.I. JOE and Cobra con- 
tinues—every weekday on 
your tv set. 

The first appearance of 
G.I. Joe on television occur- 
red in 1982 in commercials 
promoting Hasbro’s Joe 
toys and monthly Marvel 
comic book. The commer- 
cials also reintroduced a 
process called full anima- 
tion, which most cartoon 
studios had abandoned 
years before. Too expen- 
sive, they said. No one 
cares, they said. 

But full animation gave 
the G.I. Joe commercials a 
feeling of reality that no 
other cartoons of the day 
had. Virtually overnight, re- 
sponse to the ads created 
a demand for a regular G.I. 
Joe TV show. It fell to Sun- 
bow Productions, in con- 
junction with Hasbro and 
Marvel Productions, to fill 
that demand. 

They moved slowly at 
first, testing the waters in 
1983 with a five part G.I. 
Joe mini-series. Fans went 
wild. Another mini-series 
appeared in 1984. Reaction 
was even greater. TV sta- 
tion after TV station all 
around the country rushed 
to sign up for a regular G.I. 
Joe series.

This fall, 53 brand-new 
G.I. Joe cartoons are taking 
America by storm, with 25 
more set to air in 1986. The 
current cartoon crop fea- 
tures the Joes in combat 
with Cobra all across the 
globe, from Washington DC 
to the Middle East, from 
Hollywood to an alternate 
universe where Cobra rules, 
from outer space to the 
inner sanctum of the Joes’ 
own headquarters. The 
main warriors on the Gl. 
Joe side are Duke, Scarlett, 


Flint, Lady Jaye, Ship- 
wreck, Gung Ho, Spirit, 
Snake-Eyes, Snow Job, 


Torpedo, Wild Bill, Road- 
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block, Rip Cord, Recondo, 
Mutt and Junkyard, Blow- 
torch, Sparks, and five new 
Joes, Quick Kick, Dusty, 
Footloose, Barbecue, and 
Airtight—but expect to see 
other Joes like Bazooka, Al- 
pine, and Cover Girl as well. 
Even they have trouble 
handling the Cobra forces 
arrayed against them: 
Cobra Commander and his 
Crimson Guard, The Baro- 
ness, Destro, Major Bludd, 
Storm Shadow, Firefly, Zar- 
tan and the Drednoks, Scrap 
Iron, and legions of Cobra 
Troopers. And the Joes face 
other problems as well, in- 
cluding dinosaurs, crazed 


computers, a savage tribe 
of apemen, and, in a special 
story written by none other 
than G.I. Joe editor Denny 
O'Neil, the Soviet-based 
October Guard. 

The Joe’s march to TV is 
long and hard. It starts with 
Hasbro Toys working hand- 
in-hand with G.I. Joe comic 
scripter Larry Hama _ to 
create the characters the 
fans want. Hasbro defines 
a character's role in the G.I. 
Joe team, and Larry adds 
name and background to 
create a believable, exciting 
personality. The character 
then goes to Sunbow Pro- 
ductions. 

Sunbow then assigns 
stories to writers. “We just 
started looking for the 
best,” says Buzz Dixon, the 
story editor on the 1986 
series. “Steve Gerber, who 
story edited the 1985 
series, recommended a lot 
of writers who had experi- 


ence in comic books, who 
could shift from comics to 
animation. The only criter- 
ion we have is that the writer 
can do a good story. Steve 
says our standards are 
higher than the standards of 
prime-time television.” Aside 
from maintaining high story 
quality, the story editor 
rigorously ensures that the 
characters stay true to the 
characters that Larry Hama 
designed, and that no er- 
rors in continuity occur. 
When Sunbow is finally 
satisfied with the script, it is 
sent to Marvel Productions, 
Marvel's animation wing. 
Here the scripts are turned 
into storyboards, visually 
breaking down the action in 
much the same way that 
comic book scripts are 
turned _ into 
pages of comics art. This is 
the stage where the set- 
tings and accessory 
characters in the stories are

designed. Several of the 
artists designing the story- 
boards have worked on 
Marvel’s G.I. Joe comic 
book, including Russ Heath 
and Mike Vosburg. 

Once storyboards are 
complete, a script is written 
from them. Actors are 
brought in to read the 
dialogue, which is re- 
corded, and the soundtrack 
and storyboards are then 
sent to studios in Japan to 
begin the arduous process 
of animation. 

Using the storyboards as 
visual guidelines and the 
soundtrack for exact pac- 
ing, artists begin work on 
cels, which are individual 
shots like single frames on 
a reel of movie film. When 
enough cels have been 
finished to tell the story, 
other drawings must be 
done to fill in the spaces be- 
tween the cels, until every 
tiny movement a character

makes is captured in art. 

Finally, the cels and the 
connected drawings are 
filmed in order one frame at 
a time, until the full cartoon 
is captured on film. Thisis a 
slow process, but it’s worth 
it. Unlike most cartoons, the 
G.I. Joe series takes no 
shortcuts, and the result is 
powerful, realistic adven- 
tures in brilliant color. 

Only when Hasbro, Sun- 
bow, and Marvel Produc- 
tions are all completely 
satisfied does a G.l. Joe 
cartoon go on the air. 

Even as the 1985 epi- 
sodes are appearing on tv 
for the first time, Sunbow is 
hard at work on the 1986 
series. The battle still rages, 
but many unexpected 
changes are at hand. Story 
editor Buzz Dixon offered 
an exclusive sneak preview 
of some of the things you'll 
see: 

—Hints about the origin 
of G.I. Joe, including the in- 


troduction of the counter- 
terrorist organization’s foun- 
der. Says Buzz, “He has 
never been seen before be- 
cause he has been in 
Washington with the joint 
chiefs of staff. Every once 
in awhile, he’ll get directly 
involved in adventures, and 
there’s one episode specifi- 
cally about him. But for the 
most part, he’s the general, 
and the Joes are the tactical 
force.” 

—A romance between a 
Cobra villainess and a Joe. 

—A new leader of Cobra, 
who will trigger a power 
struggle between his fac- 
tion and Cobra Comman- 
der’s followers. “Several 
Cobra_ scientists decide 
they need a better leader 
than Cobra Commander,” 
Buzz Dixon says. “They 
steal genetic material from 
some of the great leaders 
of the past—Napoleon, 
Ghenghis Khan, Alexander 
The Great—and synthesize 
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the DNA of the perfect 
Cobra leader. He’s ruthless 
and a great strategist, but 
he has no patience, be- 
cause he was born full 
grown. That's his one big 
weakness, because he'll 
plunge into action before 
he’s ready.” 

—The mutal destruction 
of the U.S.S. Flagg and 
Cobra’s Flying Fortress ina 
sea battle to end all sea bat- 
tles. 

—Two new Drednoks. “One 
loves to play with dynamite, 
and the other is so nasty 
that even the Drednoks 
don't like him,” Buzz says. 
“They won't associate with 
him if they don’t have to, 
and he doesn’t like them 
either.” 

—Zartan’s brother Zan- 
dar and sister Zarana, who 
will also go to work for 
Cobra. 

—Dr. Mindbender, the 
Cobra Interrogator. “He’s a 
master of psychological ter- 
ror, and dresses in a way 
that will psych out his oppo- 
nents,” Buzz says. ‘Even 
the Cobras think he’s 
creepy, but they tolerate 
him because he gets re- 
sults.” 

—A Cobra android strike 
team called the B.A.T.S.— 
which stands for Battle An- 
droid Trooper. The Joes will 
discover that these robot 
soldiers are unstoppable. 

As if this weren’t enough, 
1986 will see the introduc- 
tion of several new Joes, all 
of whom are a little out of 
the ordinary. Buzz Dixon 
described them: 

—‘“Lowlight. He’s a sniper. 


Frankly, he was badly mis- 
treated by his father when 
he was growing up, so he’s 
become tight-lipped and 
withdrawn. He’s not very 
sociable. If he were a 
Cobra, no one would notice 
him, but as a Joe he’s pretty 
unusual. 

—‘“Mainframe. He’s one 
of the oldest Joes. He was 
in the army in Vietnam, was 
discharged, became acom- 
puter expert, and reenlisted. 
But he’s not really happy 
being the Joes’ computer 
expert. He wants to be in- 
volved in combat more 
often, but the only way the 
Joes would take him, be- 
cause of his age, is as a 
computer expert. 

—"“Lifeline. A pacifist. 
He’s aconscientious objec- 
tor, a paramedic. He doesn’t 
believe in fighting and he 
won't touch a weapon, but 


he goes on missions to 
save lives. The Joes think 
he’s nuts, but at the same 
time they never find fault 
with his personal courage. 
— “Lift-Ticket. The pilot 
of a rescue chopper called 
a Tomahawk. He’s a real 
shoot first and ask ques- 
tions later type, but his job 
is to chauffeur Lifeline 
around. He has no hesita- 
tion about arming a first-aid 
copter with missiles and 
grenade launchers, which 
causes great tension with 
Lifeline. It's like Alan Alda 
and Charles Bronson being 
in the same helicopter. 
—"“Dialtone. The new 
communications expert. 


There’s no other way to say 
it—the guy’s a nerd. He’s 
hanging onto his Joe status 
by his fingernails. 
—"Slip-Stream. A fighter 
pilot, flying the new com-

puterized Conquest _air- 
craft. He’s in an odd posi- 
tion, because he’s an of- 
ficer, so he ranks above 
most of the other Joes, but 
he’s also fresh out of the 
Academy, so he hasn’t got 
half »the experience the 
others have. 

—“Cross-Country. He’s 
a good old boy from Ap- 
palachia who loves driving 
heavy machinery. He gets 
onthe others’ nerves alittle, 
because he’s fearless al- 
most to the point of stupid- 
ity, and so he gets a little 
reckless in combat situa- 
tions.” 

As in 1985, the 1986 sea- 
son will kick off with another 


‘five-part mini-series. “It’s 


still in discussion,” Dixon 
revealed. “I’m hoping we 
can get into how a Joe be- 
comes a Joe, which is 
something everyone seems

interested in. We may have 
the two stories running 
parallel—the creation of 
the new Cobra leader, and 
Dialtone’s story. How he 
gets recruited into the Joes, 
how he becomes a Joe, and 
how he holds onto his 
status. That may change, 
but it’s a good possibility for 
the mini-series. 

“We're doing stories in 
1986 that are much more 
rooted in the real world. We 
won't be going into space 
or into other dimensions, 
and the stories will involve 
real world problems. There’s 


a story involving the dust 
children, Asian children of 
American G.|.s, who still live 
in Vietnam, where they're 
looked down on by society. 
They help the Joes, but 
there’s not really a happy 
ending, because the Joes 
have to leave them there at 
the end, and the kids still 
have to learn to deal with 
the society they’re living in. 
We talk about Low-light’s 
childhood, and how it still af- 
fects him as an adult. 
There’s a very good story 
about how fear affects us. 
We deal with how the on-

going battle between G.I. 
Joe and Cobra affects civi- 
lians who get in the middle 
of it. There will be stories 
where G.|. Joe really doesn’t 
win. They survive, but 
there’s no clear-cut victory. 

“There’s even a story 
about the power structure of 
Cobra, in which G.I. Joe 
only makes what amounts 
to a cameo appearance. 

“The ’86 season will 
focus more on the new 
characters, though we still 
have many episodes where 
the old characters play the 
major roles. We’re shying 
away from the take-over- 
the-world type stories, and 
doing stories on a smaller 
scale. Instead of trying to 
take over the world, maybe 
Cobra’s just trying to take 
over one corner of it for 
some particular reason. 
We've been able to focus 
very sharply on characters, 
and the emphasis in 1986 
will be on the people in- 
volved in this ongoing strug- 
gle between Cobra and G.I. 
Joe. Basically, we narrow in 
on the characters who will 
best personify an episode’s 
conflict. But we don’t skimp 
on action. We don’t skimp 
on adventure. There’s just 
as much actual physical ac- 
tion, only now it’s much 
tighter and more involved 
with particular characters. 

“If we have one goal next 
season, it’s to let the viewer 
really get inside the Joes’ 
heads, to see how they tick. 
The more they get involved 
with the characters, the 
more they'll be involved 
with the stories.”

Will G.l. Joe win its war 
against the secret terrorist or- 
ganization Cobra this year? 
The truth is—the war is going 
to get worse! 

The big trouble starts in Sep- 
tember of 1986 with the origin 
of Serpentor, introduced in the 
5 part mini-series “Arise, Ser- 
pentor, Arise!” From that point 
on, G.I. Joe will find itself trap- 
ped in a deadly snake pit of 
conflict that keeps growing 
and growing until it finally 
comes together in a stunning 
climax! After that ... well, 
were getting ahead of our- 
selves. 

First, a brief recap. In 1982, 
G.1. Joe hit the home screen 
with a series of thrilling, full- 
animation -commercials an- 
nouncing the toy line and 
comic book series. So blown 
away was everyone by the in- 
credibly realistic and action- 
packed spots that a special 
animated mini-series was im- 
mediately ordered. The over- 
whelming response to that 
debut in 1983 promptly led to 
another mini-series in 1984 
and finally to the first regular 
G.I. Joe cartoon series in 
1985. Aired five times a week 
on stations all across the coun- 
try, the thirty-minute G.I. Joe 
animated television show set 
a whole new standard in full- 
animation entertainment. 

Looking back on all the re- 
cords they had already broken, 
the creative teams on the 
series asked themselves, 
“How can we top this?” Their 
answer was to build on their 
strengths of solidly-written, 
hard-hitting stories and excep- 


tional animation to produce an 
incredible climax to the G.I. 
Joe/ Cobra war. 

And what a climax! 


The war escalates, as 
stated earlier, with the fourth 
G.|. Joe mini-series which re- 
veals the incredible origin of 
Serpentor. Those of you who 
read Serpentor's origin in G.t. 
JOE #'s 49 and 50 will go wild 
when you see how that con- 
flict, with its breath-taking 
shoot-out in Washington, D.C.., 
looks in full animation! 

Story Editor Buzz Dixon 
spoke briefly about the story: 
“In the mini-series, we have a 
very, very brief scene where 
we get a hint of a much larger 
and more sinister secret be- 
hind Cobra—that as big and 
dangerous as Cobra is, it is 
just a front organization.” As to 
who, or what, could be strong 
enough to pull Cobra’s strings, 
only those who watch the 
show will learn that astonish- 
ing answer. 
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For the rest of the season, 
the new episodes will focus on 
new characters and realistic 
situations. If anything, the 
drama will be more gripping 
than ever. And as for the 
characters, well, what would 
G.I. Joe be without its huge 
cast? 

In addition to General Hawk, 
Duke and the other old hands, 
there will be the Joes’ new 
third-in-command, Beachhead, 
the Marine Leatherneck and 
the naval Joe he loves to haie, 
Wet Suit. 

Lifeline is a unique charac- 
ter in the Joe ranks. Lifeline is 
a pacifist para-medic. Lifeline 
is not a coward. He is a very 
brave man, but he is a total, 
complete and dedicated paci- 
fist. So much so, in fact, that 
he will refuse to even grab a 
rifle held out to save him from 
drowning. 

Lift-Ticket is the pilot of the 
rescue helicopter called a Tom- 
ahawk. He's the kind of fel- 


low who would shoot first and 
ask questions later. But his job 
is to ferry Lifeline and the 
wounded Joes out of trouble. 
The best way to describe Lift- 
Ticket's and Lifeline’s working 
relationship would be to im- 
agine Charles Bronson flying 
Alan Alda around in a gun- 
bristling first-aid helicopter 


filled with wounded soldiers. 
Lowlight is the Joes’ sniper. 

He's tight-lipped, withdrawn — 

very unsociable. He was badly 


mistreated by his father when 
he was growing up. If Lowlight 
were a Cobra, hed fit right in, 
but as a Joe, Lowlight is pretty 
unusual. 

Mainframe is one of the old- 
est active Joes. He is with 
them because he's a top-flight 
computer expert who hates his 
byte-filled life and would love 
to throw it all away fora chance 
at combat. 

Dialtone is their communica- 
tions expert who barely made 
the Joes’ ranks and faces 
being cut at any moment. Hes 
a nice guy, but a real techno- 
nerd. 

Cross Country is a fearless 
—some of the Joes think reck- 


less—driver of the new Joe 
vehicular fortress, the HAVOC. 
He's a good ol’ boy from Ap- 
palachia who sometimes gets 
wild in combat. 

On the Cobra side, one of 
the most diabolical members 
is Dr. Mindbender, the Cobra 
Interrogator. He is a master of 
psychological terror who gives 
even the Cobras the creeps. 
Two new Dreadnoks will make 
the scene: Monkey Wrench, an 
explosives expert, and a ber- 
serker-type called Thrasher 
who drives the Thunder 
Machine, a “Road Warrior’- 
type vehicle that is the Dread- 
nok equivalent of a HAVOC. 
Two new specialized groups of 
Cobra forces will be seen, the 
Strato-Vipers, an elite squad- 
ron of pilots who fly the Cobra 
spy-jets, the Night Ravens 
which are based on the U.S. 
Air Force's SR-71. The Joes will 
find themselves battling Sea 
Vipers and Arctic Vipers as 
well. But perhaps the most 
dangerous group is the unpre- 
dictable, almost unstoppable, 
B.A.T.s. 

The B.A.T.s. are Battle An- 
droid Troopers. Cobra uses 
these robots as shock wave 
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forces when the going really 
gets rough. The trouble is, 
once a B.A.T. is turned on, 
there is no telling in which di- 
rection it is going to attack, The 
result is that Cobra will find 
themselves _ fighting _—‘ the 
B.A.T.s almost as much as the 
Joes will. 

The trip G.1. Joe takes to get 
to the-television screen is long, 
difficult, exacting, but very, 
very rewarding. It starts with 
Hasbro Toys, working together 
with G.1. Joe comic book writer 
Larry Hama, to create the 
characters that the fans want. 
Hasbro defines each charac- 
ters’ role in the G.I. Joe team 
and Larry fleshes out the 
character, giving him name, 
rank, serial number and every- 
thing he or she needs to have 
a believable, exciting identity. 
From there, the character 
travels to Sunbow Produc- 
tions. 

It is at Sunbow that writers 
receive story assignments for 
new episodes. Buzz Dixon, 
Story Editor for the ,1986 
series, stated that the stories 
for the 1986-87 season are 
top-quality. Buzz credits the 
scripts’ overall high quality to 


Gl. Joe's previous Story 
Editor, Steve Gerber. “Steve 
did a really dynamite job in get- 
ting the show organized in 
1985 and setting the ground- 
work. It was Steve's tremen- 
dous contribution in 1985 that 
made 1986. Through him, we 
got some outstanding writers. 
This year viewers can expect 
to see stories by Steve, Flint 
Dille, Mary Skrenes, Gerry and 
Carla Conway, Shafmon di- 
Vono, Marv Wolfman, David 
Carren, Michael Hill and many 
others.” 

When Sunbow is satisfied 
that the writers of these stories 
have achieved or surpassed 
their standards of action and 
plot, and have held true to all 
the characters, the script is 
then sent to Marvel Produc- 
tions for animation. 

The task of taking an action- 
filled script. crammed with 
characters and turning it into 
an. even more impressive ani- 
mated program might seem 
daunting to some, but for Pro- 
duction Supervisor Sam 
Weiss, it is just the beginning 
of an exciting challenge. 

The first thing Sam does is 
check to see if it is possible to 
do the story within the budget. 
Ifnot,“... | make suggestions 
to ways around the problems 
—a way to tell the story that's 
trying to be told in some 
way more feasable in terms of 
production,” Sam said. Once 
those problems are fixed, Sam 
brings in his storyboard men. 
There are three acts to each 
episode and one storyboard 
man for each act: The critical 
thing is to integrate the styles 
of the different storyboard men 
so that the whole episode 
flows smoothly visually. The 
reason one person cannot 
storyboard the whole show is 
because, aS Sam said, “It 
takes two or three weeks for 


one act. Because of our pro- 
duction schedule, we can't 
wait six to nine weeks for one 
person, so we divide the story 
among three artists.” The art- 
ists Sam uses are Doug Van- 


degrift, Mario Piluso, Sherman _ 


Labby, Keith Tucker and two 
well-known comic book artists, 
Adrian Gonzalez and Mike 
Vosburg. 

The script is broken down 
into storyboards, which are 
visual breakdowns of the story 
done much the same way a 
comic book script is trans- 
formed into penciled comic art. 

With the storyboards com- 
plete, dialogue is revised and 
polished for the recording ses- 
sion. At the recording session 
actors read the script, verbally 
acting out the episode. Their 
dialogue track will then be sup- 
plemented with music and 
special effects noises, like exp- 
losions, engine sounds, etc., 
to make a complete sound- 
track. Then the soundtrack, 
storyboards, key environmen- 
tal illustrations —the highly de- 
tailed locations judged most 
important in the story—go to 
Japan where the animation is 
created. 

Using the illustrations as ref- 
erence and the soundtrack for 
pacing, the animation artists 
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begin the long, step-by-step 
process of creating an ani- 
mated story on individual clear 
plastic sheets called cels, 
which are individual shots of 
action similar to the single 
frames of a reel of movie film. 

After the thousands of cels 
are drawn, they are all care- 
fully filmed in order one at a 
time to produce the first, un- 
edited version of the cartoon, 
called the rough cut. This 
rough cut is sent to the United 
States where it is edited and 
where revisions are re- 
quested. Only after Hasbro, 
Sunbow and Marvel Produc- 
tions are all completely satis- 
fied, is the episode allowed to 
alr, 

What will happen to G.1. Joe 
arid Cobra on television in 
1987? “Changes,” Buzz Dixon 
said. “Expect Cobra to be 
dramatically restructured. It 
will not resemble the Cobra of 
before. There wit be big 
changes with G.I. Joe. The 
Rawhides and Renegades will 
be introduced, and will play a 
big part. Another thing is that 
1987 will premiere a whole 
new series of high-tech vehi- 
cles for both the Joes and 
Cobra. They will reflect the big 
upward shift in the nature of 
the G.!. Joe/Cobra conflict.”
